CAR COMPANY AGREES TO TRY 
12 RIDES FOR 90 CENTS PLAN 


Willing to Test City Counselor Muench’s 
Proposal for 60-Days — 10 Cent Fare 
for Single Tickets. 


The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
today decided to accept City Coun- 
selor Muench’s plan for revision of 
street car fares for a trial period of 
60 days, which in brief, is: 

Twelve-ride books of tickets, 
good for one week, to be sold for 
90 cents, with extra rides to hold- 
ers of book stubs at 5 cents each, 
and 10 cents cash fare for those 
not having books. 

When this plan was proposed at 
an informal conference with the 
Public Service Commission at Jef- 
ferson City yesterday the street car 
company took the suggestion under 
advisement and the commission 
announced it would hold a public 
hearing on the matter at Jefferson 
City next Tuesday, 

The company, on the other hand, 
favored the Public Service Commis- 
sion’s plan to sella 16-ride book for 
$1, with extra rides for stub hold- 
ers at 5 cents each, and 10 cents 
cash fare for those not having 
books. The city’s objection to this 
plan was that many riders, to get 


advantage of a lower fare, would 
have to buy more rides than they 
could use ina week. It was shown 
that under the company’s plan per- 
sons using less than 13 rides a 
week would pay a higher fare than 
at present. 


The street car company now has 
an application pending with the 
Public Service Commission for a 
10-cent cash fare, or four tokens 
for 35 cents, 


The Public Service Co. issued 
a statement explaining its accept- 
ance of the city’s plan. It said it 
was willing to try the plan for 60 
days in order to obtain for the 
Public Service Commission infor- 
mation as to the nuinber of regular 
car riders as compared with the 
number of casual riders... If the 
plan is put in effect, weekly reports 
of itg,operation will be made to the 
city and to the Public Service Com- 
mission, the statement said. The 
company today notified both the 
city and the State commission of its 
acceptance of the plan. 


CUSTARD PIE AND 
CREAM PUFFS ARE 
BARRED FOR SUMMER 


Health Commissioner Forbids 
Sale During Hot Weather 
at Bakers’ Request. 


Custard pies, cream puffe, ‘cream 
rolls and all other confections with 
a cream filling have been pro- 
scfibed in St. Louis by Health 
Commissioner Starkloff for the 
summer months. The order pro- 
hibiting their sale in bakeries, res- 
taurants or hotels was issued 
by the Health Commissioner this 
afternoon. 

A committee representing ‘te 
400 members of the local Master 
Bakers’ Association conferred with 
Starkloff in the forenoon, after 
which he announced his decision. 
Chicago and other cities, he said, 
recently have taken similar action. 
The master bakers, on their own 
initiative, had sought the summer 
ban on custard dainties., 

The custard used by bakers to 
fill tarts, rolls and pies, Starkloff 
said, is a nutritious food, but is also 
a fertile field for germs. Experi- 
ments by his chemists, following 
complaints last summer and this 
over spoiled custarc bought from 
bakeries, revealed that custard is 
one of the best germ cultures. 

Bacilli from ‘the air may “land” 
in the filling of a cream puff, and 
thereafter propagate rapidly. One 
series of examini.tions revealed 
paratyphoid germs in a confection 
boug..t over a counter, the Health 
Commissioner said. Recently in 
Chicago several persons died after 
consuming custard-filled confec- 
tions. 

“In addition to prohibiting the 
sale of whipped cream or custard 
confections, which are baked, I also 
request the general public to re- 
frain from making of such con- 
fections in the home,” said Dr. 
Starkloff. 

The ban on bakery goods will be 
in force up to Oct. 1.

Animal Cuts Holes in Paper Caps 
of Milk Bottles.

Without His Knowledge 


or Consent. 


Suit . to recover $63,000 from 
Stanley Epstein, founder and own- 
er of the real estate company bear- 
ing his name, was filed today 
Circuit Court by Arthur EB. Good- 
man, former business associate, who 
alleges that a building Goodman 
owned was sold by the real estate 
agent without Goodman’s knowl- 
edge or consent, 

Goodmaa, who for five years 
rented space in the offices.of Stan- 
ley Epstein, Inc., 904 Chestnut 
street, which have been closed 
face an involuntary bankruptcy 
suit was brought against the com- 
pany in June, alleges in his peti- 
tion that Epstein sold the property, 
a building at Newstead and Olive 
streets, valued at $225,000, for ‘‘val- 
uable consideration.” 

Title to the building was held 
under a straw name, the petition 
avers, and Epstein had no author- 
ity to transfer the property. The 
petition declares that the damages 


sustained by the planitiff, because; 


of the “unlawful acts and unwar- 
ranted authority” assumed by Ep- 
stein in. transferring title to the 
property, amount to $63,000, and 
asks judgment for that amount and 
6 per cent interest from the date of 
the transaction. 
How Condition Became Known. 
It first became known that Ep- 


stein was in serious financial diffi- 
culties last May, when several 8 1all 
creditors filed petitions for receiv- 
ership in Circuit Court, which were 
dismissed when bankruptcy pro- 


ceedings were instituted in Federal 
Court by attorneys for the same 
creditors. 

Carl Dubinsky, Goodman's at- 
torney, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his client purchased the 
property in 1926 when he was as- 
sociated with Epstein, and was én- 
gaging in real estate transactions 
with the youthful rromoter, whose 
business, predicated on a capital of 
$7.84 seven years ago. grew to 
such proportions that it afforded 
him and income of $45,000 yearly. 


“At that time.” Dubinsky said. 
“the properites of both men were 
held under the straw name of Rose 
Lisker, one of Epstein’s office em- 
ployes. At her marriage in the 
latter part of 1926, Miss  Lisker 
conveyed the property at Epstein's 
suggestion to another employe, Leo 
F. Dohle. This was done with 
Goldman’s consent. 


“Epstein continued to serve'as 
the agent for Goodman's real es- 
tate, and made monthly account- 
ings of rentals received and ex- 
penditures for carrying charges, in- 
terest on first and second deeds of 
trust, and payments on the prin- 
cipal of the atter incumbrance. 

On Sept. 1, 1928 Goldman saw 
that his building was advertised 
for sale in the Daily R cord, be- 
cause of a foreclosure of the second 
deed of trust, upon which the re- 
quired payments had not been 
made by Epstein, as agent.

L. B. Ahrens Confesses He 
and Four Others Commit- 
ted Holdup in Which 
Cashier Was Shot. 


JAMES McGAULEY 
CALLED THE SLAYER 


His Features Similar to 
Those of Suspect Who 
Went to Trial, Detective 
Declares. 


Sylvester Baldwin, an ex-con- 


vict, recently saved from serving a 
five-year term for robbery through 
the intercession of former Circuit 
Attorney Howard Sidener and 
Jones H. Parker, Speaker of the 
Missouri House of Representatives, 
is now about i> be dropped from a 
murder trial, as police have discov- 
ered a “double” for him. 

The man who bears a close re- 
semblance to “Lucky” Baldwin and 
has been elected to take his place 


in the murder case is James Mc- 
Gauley, a former Workhouse in- 
mate, known as “Big Mac.” The 
murder was that of Todd V. 
Phelps, cashier of the Overland 
State Bank, wantonly shot to death 
in a holdup Ly one of four men 
who escaped with $11,200 on Jan. 
18. 

In conceding today that Baldwin 
was a victim of mistaken identity. 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser referred 
to Bertillon photographs of both 
men, which show a close resem- 
blance, particularly as to mouth 
and nose. Both are big men and 
*“‘moon-faced.”’ 

How McGauley Was Caught. 

Had it not been for the subse- 
quent murder of Patrolman. Wil- 
liam McCormack in a South Broad- 
way cigar store holdup, Baldwin’s 
double might still be at large. 
However, police, seeking Ear] 
Reed, named as the policeman’s 
murderer, raided a gangster’s club- 
house near St. James, Mo. Reed 
had departed a few hours before, 
but McGauley was captured there 
and a small arsenal confiscated. 

There being no local charge 
against McGauley at the time, he 
was turned over to Detroit author- 
ities in a robbery case there. 

Renewed questioning of Reed’s 
accomplices in the policeman’s 
murder furnished information 
which led to the arrest yesterday 
of Lawrence B. Ahrens, 27-year- 
old auto mechanic, at his home, 
1127 Ferry street, to which he had 
just returned after a flight to Ken- 
tucky. Ahrens made a confession, 
police announced, which exoner- 
ated Baldwin and William L. Mce- 
Graw, a chauffeur. Both have been 
in the Clayton Jail since January, 
witnesses having identified Baldwin 
as the slayer of Phelps and Me- 
Graw as a companion. Baldwin 
went to trial last month but a 
mistrial resulted before testimony 
was started. 

Service Driver Implicated. 

William O'Hara, service car driv- 
er, also jailed since January be- 
cause his automobile was used by 
the robbers, is implicated in 
Ahrens’ confession and will not be 
released. 

Now that McGauley has been 
.named by Ahrens as the killer of 
the bank cashier, Detroit will be 
asked to return him to St. Louis 
County to stand trial for murder. 

Ahrens, beside. implicating him- 
self, McGauley and Adams in the 
Phelps case, accus«. Lawrence Mc- 
Bride, a St. Louisan under arrest 
in Los Angeles, Cal., for holdups 
there, and Winfield Seeman, held 
in the City Jail as an accessory 
in the McCormack murder. 

Chief Kaiser announced Ahrens’ 
confession was substantially as fol- 
lows: 

On Jan. 14, Ahrens, McGauley 
and McBride met in a saloon at 
6200 Page avenue and planned to 
rob a bank at St. John’s Station. 
They decided to use O’Hara’s serv- 
ice car. O'Hara was to give them 
a duplicate key, park the car at a 
designated spot and report it stolen 
after they had driven away. 

Qn the morning of Jan. 18, 
Ahrens. McGauley, McBride and 
“Windy” Seeman, using O'Hara's 
car as arranged beforehand. drove 
to the bank at St. John's Station. 
Ahrens entered and obtained 
change for a $5 bill while “getting 
the lay of the land.” Alterations 
were being made in the bank and 
Ahrens deciding against robbing it 
at that time.

LEADER AGLUSED 


Charged in New York With 
Illegal Practice of Medi- 
cine on Complaint Made 
by Women.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The Rev. 
Dr. James Empringham, national 
secretary of the Church Temper- 
ance Society of the Episcopal 
Church and once superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League, has been 
charged by Health Commissioner 


Shirley Wynne with operating an 
X-ray machine upon men and 
women, though he is not a med- 
ical practitioner. 

These charges have been for- 
warded to che State Department of 
Health and to Bishop William T. 
Manning, head of the diocese, for 
possible action against the clergy- 
man. 

Complaint has been made to the 
State Health Department that 
Empringham conducted a clinc, 
known as the Health Educational 
Society, at 885 St. Nicholas ave- 
nue, which has now been closed 
as a result of evidence obtained by 
the municipal health authorities. 
Part of this evidence is made up 
of complaints describing the physi- 
cal examination of women. 
“Empringham Through Posing.” 

Dr. & Dana Hubbard, chief of 
the Health Department, said: 

“As a protection to public health, 
this department does not intend to 
permit the Rev. Dr. Empringham 
or any other unlicensed person to 
assume the professional privileges 
of’ doctors of medicine and. ex- 
amine men and women disrobed. 
Dr. Empringham is through pos- 
ing in this city as a medical doc- 
tor and his >lace is closed.” 

It is alleged in the charges 
against Empringham and the now 
discontinued clinic that the Health 
Educational Society solicited young 
men and women through advertise- 
ments, which stated that health ex- 
aminations and advice would be 
given for a fee of $2. 

Answering the charges, it is re- 
ported Dr. Empringham § stated 
that the presence of Dr. W. L 
Cocks, a licensed medical practi- 
tioner in the clinic office, made 
the examinations entirely proper. 
He said that he merely gave pa- 
ternal advice to the callers at the 
clinic, warning them against the 
effect upon their health if they 
used liquor or tobacco or kept late 
hours. Investigators discovered 
that frequently Cocks was in a 
room on an upper floor while Em- 
pringham was examining visitors. 
Also it was shown that Cocks him- 
self made complaint against Em- 
pringham’s usurpation of his pro- 
fessional prerogratives with these 
callers at the clinic. 

Sued for Plagiarism. 


Empringham and others were 
sued last month for $509,000 dam- 
ages by Dr. O. B. Schellberg for 
plagiarism and violation of copy- 
right. The plaintiff claimed that 
Empringham visited the Schell- 
berg Clinic, posing as a sufferer 
from intestinal trouble and, on the 


plea of poverty, obtained free 
treatments. Schellberg alleged 
further that the clergyman

Dawes and MacDonald 
Carry Negotiations From 
Informal Discussions to 
Specific Proposals.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The 
British American naval reduction 
negotiations have advanced from 
the stage of strictly informal dis- 
cussions to that of the formulation 
of specific proposals. 

“he progress attained by Prime 
Minister MacDonald and Ambassa- 
dor Dawes in London has been 
such, in fact, that President Hoo- 
ver and *« cretary Stimson are now 
hopeful that a definite agreement 
on basic factors will be reached 
within the next few weeks. 


With that situation in mind, 
some observers have been encour- 
aged to renew predictions that an 
international naval conference will 
be convened in London before the 
end of this year. It has not been 
made clear, however, whether ..J- 
ministration officials are ready to 
enter a general conference pending 
agreement on a new “yardstick” 
for measurement of the compara- 
tive strength of navies. 

Development of such a formila, 
recognizing age, armor, gun power, 
speed, etc., as well as tonnage in 
computing the strength of a ship, 
was advanced as a preliminary step 
toward a naval agreement at the 
meeting of the Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission of the 
League ~ Nations by Hugh 8. Gib- 
son, Ambassador to Belgium and 
head of the American delegation at 
Geneva. The detailed American 
formula has not yet been submit- 
ted to the commission.

Zeppelin Commander Confident of Reaching! 
~ Tokio Safely—Calmly Went Home 
for Nap Before the Take-Off.

ABOARD THE GRAF ZEPPE- 
LIN, Aug. 15.—The Graf Zeppelin 
left Friedrichshafen at 4:34 o’clock 
this morning (9:34 p. m. yesterday, 
St. Louis time), the great ship ris- 
ing rather soggily but smoothly due 
to the warm atmosphere and the 
extremely heavy load. 

In the first hour we reached 
Ulm, in Wuerttemberg, where the 
Austrians surrendered to Napoleon 
in 1805, and headed for Nuremburg 
traveling at the rate of about 90 
miles an hour. 

“The weather is perfect,” de- 
clared Dr. Hugo Eckener soon after 
we rose and started Northeast. 
“We should have a fine trip. Ev- 
erything is {In our favor.” 

Karklin, the Russian geographer, 
told Dr. Eckener last night that the 
Russian frontier guards might 
shoot at the Zeppelin unless the 
airship crossed the frontier be- 
tween Dunaburg and Minsk. This 
entrance is the regular internation- 
al airway through which the regu- 
lar airplane service between Rus- 
sia and Germany passes. ,Karklin 
declared that, once in Russia, there 
would be no restrictions as to the 
route. 

Warning Amuses Eckener. 

Dr. Eckener was amused. “I 
cannot commit myself to any 
route,” he said, “because the air- 
ship must be left to free latitude.” 

There is not the slightest per- 
turbation observable either in Dr. 
Eckener, the officers or the pas- 
sengers, not nearly as much as 
whea we started on the first trans- 
Atlantic flight last October. I have 
never seen Dr. Eckener calmer 
than when he left his office at 7 
o’clock last night. “I'm going 
home to get a little sleep,” he said. 

Capt. Lehmann, too, was smil- 
ing, as ever. “I want to get a few 
winks before I go on the bridge at 
dawn,”’ he said. 

Fleming, who is the weather 
chief aboard, was satisfied with the 
meteorological chart. 

Schiller, after a hard day, was 
confronted with another problem 
of an oversold ship when Nelson 
Morris of Chicago showed up sud- 
denly, declaring that a round-the- 
world ticket had been sold to him, 
in New York. 

The Zeppelin sailed with 2400 
cubic yards of fuel gas, eight to 
ten tons of gasoline and two to 
three tons of ballast water. 

“We will have 150 hours of fuel 
for four motors at cruising speed,” 
said Dr. Eckener, “and with fa- 
vorable winds, which are indicated, 
I expect we will run some of the 
time with only three motors, thus 
keeping a good reserve for any 
headwinds we may meet.” Eckener 
said that on the Lakehurst-to- 
Friedrichshafen record flight he 
had more than half the fuel put 
in at Lakehurst left on his arrival 
here. 

“Our course,” he continued, “as 
far as mapped, lies over’ Berlin, 
Danzig and Koenigsberg, and 
across the Russian border between 
Dunaburg and Minsk, perhaps 
passing over Moscow. Thence

Diriglble Started on Flight at 
9:45 p. m. 
By the Associated Press. 

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Aug. 15.—Striking north and east- 
ward toward a vast and ilittle- 
known region, the dirigible yraf 
Zeppelin today cruised across Ger- 
many en route to Tokio, Japan, on 
the second leg of its round-the- 
world journey. 

Leaving its home port here at 
4:34. a. m. the giant dirigible 
headed directly for Berlin, 377 
miles distant, at 6:45 a. m. It 
circled Nuremberg, Bavaria, hav- 
ing made.the 150 miles in two 
hours and 11. méhutes. 

Ahead of the Graf lay a devious 
course across European’ Russia 
and over the Ural Mountains and 
the wide steppes of Siberia to 
Northeastern Asia, where it must 
turn southeastward to Tokio. It 
was expected about 6600 miles 
would be covered in a journey of 
about 120 hours, with arrival in 
Tokio on Monday afternoon, Japa- 
nese time. 
Aboard the Graf Zeppelin are 60 
persons, 20 passengers—19 men 
and one woman—40 officers an‘ 
crew, and about 50,000 pieces of 
mail. Much of the mail, all of the 
crew and nine of the passengers 
had come all the way from Lake- 
hurst, N. J., where the world jour- 
ney was begun. 

Started itn Moonlight. 
The start from Friedrichshafen 
was made in full moonlight, an 
hour before the dawn with a few 
hundred persons gathered near the 
Zeppelin's hangar who cheered 
loudiy as its ground crew loosed 
their hold and it rose gracefully. 
circling the port before heading 
northward, 
It was 4:05 a. m. when the mo- 
tors wero started. Within a few 
minutes the passengers were 
aboard, Lady Grace Drummond 
Hay, being first. At 4:18 a. m. Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, commander, who 
had been standing by the side of 
the gondola with his wife climbed 
aboard, and at 4:19 a. m. the or- 
der wus given to move it from the 
hangar. 
Outside the ground crew man- 
euvered the Zeppelin so its nose 
was to the north before releasing 
it. The passengers stood along the 
windows, waving farewell to those 


below and Dr. Eckener doffed his 
cap in a final farewell. 

Last minute efforts by an Amer- 
ican, Nelson Morris of Chicago, to 
get aboard failed. Morris previ- 
ously had bought a ticket for the 
trip from the Hamburg-American 
Tourists’ Agent, but had been told 


later there was not room for him 
and he could not make the trip. 
Stopped by Officer. 

When other passengers’ started 
aboard the craft, Morris was with 
them. Capt. Hans von Schiller 
stopped him on the gangway. 


he flashed his tickets at the offi- 
cer. 

Von Schiller explained the sit- 
uation and Morris, visibly disap- 
pointed, walked off the gangway, 
almost on the verge of tears. 

He toli bystanders it was the 
biggest disappointment of his life 
not to be able to make the Tokio 
flight, but he was a good sport, 
however, and joined the crowd in 
cheers as the Zeppelin rose into 
the air.

It was intended during most of 
the trip and particularly when 
aided by favorable winds to use 
only four of the five motors, mak- 
ing its cruising speed about 58 
miles an hour, but increasing its 
flight radius to about 150 hours, 
or 30 hours more than it was estl- 
mated would be needed to reach 
Tokio. 

The course announced by Dr. 
Eckener, subject to change as 
weather conditions develop, was 
from Friedrichshafen to Berlin, 
Berlin to Danzig, to Koenigsberg. 
It was expected to cross the Soviet 
border near Dunaburg, Latvia, 
striking almost due east to Mos- 
cow. 

Moscow, by the route planned, 
is approximately 1400 miles from 
Friedrichshafen, and should _ be 
reached about dawn, Friday. From 
Moscow the craft, .t was expected, 
would be headed ulmost due east 
along the sixtieth parallel to the 
Ural Mountains, from where it was 
intended to fly due eastward to 
Jakutsk. 

At Jakutsk the dirigible is ex- 
pected to turn south and slightly 
east across the Japanese sea to 
Tokio, starting place for the third 
leg of the journey to Los Angeles, 
to be begun within four or five 
days after arrival. 

From the Ural Mountains to 
Jakutsk the Zeppelin must cover 
one of the wildest regions known. 
It is inhabited largely by nomadic 
semi-Barbarian tribes, few of 
whom have ever seen an aircraft 
and many of whom might be inimi- 
cal to passengers and crew, if the 
Zeppelin should be forced down,

That extraordinary heap of 
treasure, showered upon  Lind- 
bergh after his flight, and which 
attracted 3.000,000 or more per- 
sons in two years, is feeling the 
competition of the big excavating 
show put on by that impresario 
of the steam shovel and the con- 
crete sewer—W. E. Callahan, of 
ov W. E. Callahan Construction 

oO. 

It is not, according to attendants 
at Jefferson Memorial, that per- 
sons no longer seek out the Lind- 
bergh collection. They do. But 
they are drawn away from the 
gold medals, the innumerable flags, 
th» matador’s costume, the great 
Indian head-dress, and other tro- 
phies by the high-powered attack 
which Callahan's excavation force 
of 160, aided with 10-ton electric 
scoops and tractors, is making on 
the Forest Park landscape. 

Reason for Attraction. 

Tl.e Lindbergh pictures, after all, 
jo not move, the flags do not flut- 
ter, but Callahan, on 
hand, gives his gallery action.

Miss Fijeril Hess, a member of 
the Prague Survey Commission in 
1919, and Miss Barbara Abel, man- 
aging editor of the Woman's Press, 
the offici ' organ of the Y. W. C. 
A.. went first to Leningrad as the 
guests of Mme. Kovalenko, prima 
donna of the Russian opera. 

Their arrivalvcoincided with the 

decision of the Government to cut 
Mme. Kovalenko's apartment in 
half, even halving the kitchen. 
“Miss Hess knew enough Rus- 
gian to ask when trains left, and 
to order what we wanted to eat; 
and we decided to make the trip 
down the Volga ona steamboat,” 
Miss Abel, a pretty blond young 
woman said. “On board was a 
professor of the State Conservatory 
at Moscow. We heard the peasants 
singing their songs and went down 
to join them. They in return for 
our interest asked us for Negro 
spirituals. 
“We are forced to make a three- 
day trip from Saratov to Kiev by 
third-class, sleeping one person on 
a low bed and the other on a board 
slung overhead. Gypsies afid peas- 
ants and soldiers shared the car- 
riage and we ere warned not to 
leave our bage +e a moment or it 
would be stolen 

“We heard th .t one traveler was 
left with only his undershirt, and 
the fact that we lost no baggage 
was considered a miracie. On this 
trip we saw many of the ‘wild 
children.” They made their way 
across Russia swinging from the 
under sections of the coaches, They 
were so dirty they looked like clay 
models. They couldn't have been 
more than 13. 

“The peasants had one question 
which they constantly asked us: 
‘Can you buy all the bread you 
want in America?’ ” 

Miss Hess, a writer of children's 


books, said fairy tales had been 
eliminated from the State's pro- 
gram. She brought back with her 
many of the beautifully illustrated 


instructive books which have been 
prepared for the young. 

Miss Hess and Miss Abel were 
the guests of President Masaryk in 
Czecho-Slovakia. They returned 
from their month’s trip last week.

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45.—The United States and Great 
Britain are “heading for a col- 
lision” on the question of seapow- 
er unless they come to agreement 
on the real meaning of sea rights, 
George Young, Labor member of 
the British Parliament, said yes- 
terday before the Arms Limitation 
conference of the Institute of Pol- 
itics. 

“Two fundamentally different at- 
titudes mark the policies of. the 
two nations,” Young declared. ‘It 
is to our command of the seas 
‘that we British owe our national 
existence, our colonial empire and 
our daily bread. It is to freedom 
of the seas that you Americans 
owe your national independence. 

“To say that a collision over 
this issue is ‘unthinkable’ ts equiv- 
alent to saying that we-do not 
hink. This question of sea power 
has already caused a war between 
we in the eighteenth century, an- 
lother in the nineteenth, and near- 
ly caused one in the twentieth cen- 
tury during the ,reat war. 

Advocates Two Remedies. 

“Since the great war IL am 
aghast at realizing how far and 
how fast the American and BGrit- 
ish ships of state have come 
athwart each other’s course and 


collision.” 

As a solution of the problem he 
advocated two things> “Renunc.a-

Bootleggers in Capitol. 


I think that probably nothing had done 
more to disgust and alienate honest men and 
women who originally strongly favored the 
prohibition amendment and its strict en- 
forcement than the hypocrisy of the wet- 
drinking, dry-voting Congressmen. Bootieg- 
gers infest the halls and corridors of Con- 
gress and ply their trade there. It is not 
the duty of the Department of Justice to 
“make” cases; its duty is to prosecute cases 
in which evidence has been gathered by the 
Prohibition Unit of the Treasury Department. 
Congress makes all the appropriations for 
evidence gathering to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

So I have had no agents working under 
my direction whom I could command to 
gather the evidence. But I have urged that 
the Treasury Department direct agents to in- 
vestigate a case thoroughly, even though it 
may lead into the halls of Congress, and if 
real evidence is found, I have guaranteed that 
the Department of Justice would prosecute 
the case just like any other, either by Unit- 
ed States attorneys or men from my office. 

Why have no search warrants ever been 
bootleggers in Government 
I know of no reason in law to 
prevent searches and seizures for law viola- 
tions in the Capitol or in the House and Sen- 
ate Office Buildings. As a matter of fact, 
it is my opinion, as a lawyer, that the cun- 
stitutional immunity protecting a member of 
Congress from arrest does not apply to crim- 
inal offenses committed by him, and that up- 
on a proper showing of probable cause a war- 
rant may issue for the search of the office | 


Congressmen Not Immune. 

I have found, however, a curious impres- 
sion or state of mind among members of 
Congress and other Government official that 
they are above and beyond the inhibitions of 
the prohibition law. Their attitude would be 
amusing if it were not so tragic in its effect 
upon the great mass of people who abhor the 
hypocrisy manifested by dry-wet officiais. 
There is no legal foundation for extending 
“freedom of the port” or special privilege of 
that character to Congressmen returning 
from abroad. . Yet only within the past few 
months a Congressman wrote to the under- 
secretary of the Treasury requesting freedom 
of the port on his return to the United States, 
and the request was granted. The customs 
collector at the port of entry was told by his 
superiors in Washington to “extend the usual 
customs courtesies and free entry privilege” 
to the Congressman. 

When Congressman Michaelson, another 
whose case brought “freedom of the port” in- 
to the public attention, landed from abrvad 
he declared fourteen pieces of baggage. He 
was accompanied by four other people, one 
of whom declared three pieces of baggage and 
the other six. Although the Congressman 
was granted free entry privileges without ex- 
amination of his baggage at the time of land- 
ing, he was asked if he had any liquor, and 
he replied that he did not. On the nine trunks 
brought in, three were checked to Washbing- 
ton and six to another destination from which 
they were rechecked to still another point. 

Before they were reshipped from the first 
terminal, bowever, they were searched and 
seized. One trunk contained nothing but a 
barrel of rum, the interior of the trunk hav- 
ing been cut so that the barrel rested neat- 
ly in a hole in the tray made for that pur- 
pose. One trunk, which was found to be emp- 
ty, was likewise seemingly eut evidently to 
accommodate a keg of the same size. No

ceptance and observance of the burdens of 
the law. While under the technical rules 
of the criminal law and in view of the non- 
examination of the baggage following the 
grant of free entry, a criminal prosecution 
may not be possible in this case, neverthe- 
less an official who prevented examination 
of baggage by claim of free entry and by 
threat of causing trouble in Washington 
cannot complain of the consequences when 
weighed in the forum of public opinion, 

I think that every citizen, whether wet 
or dry, will agree with that statement of 
principle. Until politicians are made to obey 
the laws which they enact, we cannot ex- 
pect respect for the law by those who are 

opposed not so much to prohibition as to 
hypocrisy. 

A common form of congressional relaxa- 
tion during which numerous legislators seem 
to regard themselves as beyond the inhbibi- 
tions of the prohibition law are the so-called 
tropical junkets—trips of “inspection” to 
Panama, Porto Rico, Santo Domingo, Haiti, 
and otber spheres over which this Govern- 
ment exercises influence. Of course, it is 
frequently necessary that those who promote 
laws pertaining to our possessions should get 
first-hand impressions of the effect of such 
enactments and understand local island con- 
ditions. Unfortunately, however, the activ- 
ities of some members of these committees of 
inspection have not always been confined to 
that work, and have left inhabitants of our 
possessions with impressions anything but 
favorable concerning respect for our laws, 
and the men who make them, 

How greatly disregard for our laws by our 
own legisiators contrasts with the attitude of 
Sir Esme Howard, who as ranking member of 
the diplomatic group renders a sportsmanly 
respect that the law does not compel.

HE recent riots in the New York State 
T prisons at Dannemc-a and Auburn and 

the Federal prison at Leavenworth have 
agair stirred languid public interest. which 
in a few days will doubtless die down, in the 
question of the treatment of criminals In 
ali the long and melanchoiy history of hu- 
man stupidity and fo.'y there is no more de- 
pressing chapter than that which records 
the dealings of society with its delinquent 
classes. It is not clear that we have made 
any substantial progress from the days of 
Draco in dealing effectively with crime. 


Indeed, it és doubtful whether there ex- 
ists, even today, any adequate and clear-cut 
body of theory on the basis of which it is 
reasonable to look for a satisfactory work- 
ing out of the problem. The whole question 
of crime and the criminal is intimately 
bound up with our basic institutions of 
property and the present state resting on 
force. Few men, therefore, are willing to 
face the implications of any real plan for 
improving the lot of our criminal popula- 
tion. You cannot reform the crimina] with- 
out reforming society. Few persons are 
willing to reform societr, and those who 
are, unless they be harmless and ineffective 
intellectuals, are likely of course to get 
clapped into jail themselves for their ef- 
fort ~ 

In the wake of the war. which did so 
much to set back thought and practice in 
almost every field of human endeavor ex- 
cept that of material accomplishment, we 
have witnessed a backward swing of public 
opinion in respect to the treatment of crim- 
inals) The world became accustomed again 
to violence, bestiality and sanctified hate 
and cruelty. With the new habituation to 
violence, and the added facilities offered by 
the automobile, chere came a marked in- 
crease in certain crimes of violence. Acting 
in the unthinking fashion all teo common 
in such cases, our law-makers struck back. 


We have had a veritable plague of laws 
based on the idea of making penalties so 
severe as to put the fear of God into the 
hearts of law-broake- and thus restrain 
them from crime. Two examples at once 
occur to everyone: The Jones law. which 
s undoubtedly going to help make it impos- 
sible to convict violaters of the Voistead 
ac and the notorious Baumes iaws of New 
York, which as thei. crowning giory pro- 
vide life imprisonment fur persons convict 
ed o* four felonies.

But the organized sellers of illegal liquor 
offer him a job at goo. money, and protec- 
tion, so far as possible, in case he is caught. 
This combination means, plainly enough, an 
increase of crime and a demand for more 
repression. 

The time has come, then—and happily 
these prison outbreaks have led public au- 
thorities to call attention to the necessity— 
for a new public attitude concerning crime. 
We do not refer simply to the necessity for 
a modification and repea] of savage laws. 
imp*rtant as that is at the proper time. We 
do mean that we have got to get rid of ihe 
notion of retaliation on the criminal and 
even of the notion of punishment in the or- 
dinary sense. Society must protect its:lf 
of course, but in so doing it has no right 
to destroy the bodies and souls of those 
against whom it must protect itself, and that 
is just what we always have done, what we 
are doing, and what, we shall continue to do 
Sv long as we act on our present theory of 
punishment as essentially a deterrent. 
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We are advocating nq softness with crim- 
inals, but we are advocating the enlightened 
as well as bumane prison policy which re- 
gards the ends of punishment as solely the 
protection of society and the reform, if pos- 
sibie of the offender.

I stop my ears, but soon take 
my fingers away again, because 
then I cannot hear the other sound. 

The figure opposite me moves, 
I shrink together and involuntar- 
ily look at it. Then my eyes re- 
main glued to it. A man with a 
smnall pointed beard lies there, his 
head is fallen to one side, one arm 
is half-bent, his head rests help- 
lessly upon it. The other hand lies 
on his chest, it is bloody. 

He is dead, I say to myself, he 
must be dead; he doesn’t feel any- 
thing any more; it is only the body 
that is gurgling there. Then the 
head tries to raise itself, for a mo- 
ment the groaning becomes louder, 
his forehead sinks back upon his 
arm. The man is not dead, he is 
dying, but he is not dead. I drag 
myself toward him, hesitate, sup- 
port myself on my hands, creep a 
pit farther, wait, again a terrible 
journey of three yards, a long, a 
terrible journey. At last I am be- 
side him. 

Then he opens his eyes. He 
must have heard me and gazes at 
me with a look of utter terror. 
The body lies still, but in the eyes 
there is suvh au extraordinary ex- 
pression © ht that for a mo- 
ment | 1 they have power 
enough tv the body off with 
them. Hu..u.cds of miles away 
with one bound. The body is 
still, perfectly stili, without sound, 
the gurgle has ceased, but the eyes 
cry out, yell, all the life is gath- 
ered together in them for one tre- 
mendous effort to flee, gathered to- 
gether there in a dreadful terror 
of death, of me. “ 

My legs give way and I drop on 
my elbows. “No, no,” I whisper. 

The eyes follow me. I am pow- 
erless to move so long as they are 
there.

By noon I am groping on the 
outer limits of reason. Hunger de- 
vours me, I could almost weep for 
something to eat, I cannot struggle 
cgainst it. Again and again I fetch 
water for the dying man and drink 
some myself. 

This is the first man I have killed 
with my hands, whom I can see 
close at hand, whose death is my 
doing. Kat and Kropp and Mull - 
have experienced it already, when 
they have hit someone; it happens 
to many, in hand-to-hand fighting

But every gasp lays my heart 
bare.

Only in the middle of 
the floor is there any clear space.

There is plenty of 
everything to be had in the town. 
Albert and I find a mahogany bed 
which can be taken to pieces, with 
a sky of blue silk and lace cover- 
jet. We sweat like monkeys movy- 
ing it in, but a man ‘cannot let a 
thing like that slip, and it would 
certainly be shot to pieces in a day 
or two, 

Kat and I do a little patrolling 
through the houses.

Suddenly there is a crash 
in the drawing room, and an iron 
stove hurties through the wall 
past us and on, a yard from us 
out through the wall behind. Two 
holes.@ It comes from the house 
opposite where a shell has just 
landed. “The swine,’’ grimace Kat, 
and we continue our search, All 
at once we prick up our ears, hurry 
across, and suddenly stand petri- 
fied—there running up and down 
in a little sty are two live sucking 
pigs. We rub our eyes and look 
once again to make certain. Yes, 
they are still there. We seize hold 
of them—no doubt about it, two 
real young pigs. 

This will make a grand feed. 
About 20 yards from our dugout 
there igs a small house that was 
used as an officers’ billet. In the 
kitchen is an immense fireplace 
with two ranges, pots, pans and 
kettles—everything,. even to a stack 
of small chopped wood in an out- 
house—a regular cook’s paradise. 

Two of our fellows have been 
out in the fields all the morning 
hunting for potatoes, carrots, and 
green peas. We are quite uppish 
and sniff at the tinned stuff in the 
supply dump, we want fresh vege- 
tables. In the dining room there 
are already two heads of cauli- 
flower. . 

The sutCking pigs are slaugh- 
tered. Kat seesto them. We want 
to make potato cakes to go with 
the roast. But we cannot find a 
grater for the potatoes. However, 
the difficulty is soon got over. 
With a nail we punch a lot of holes 
in a pot lid and thefe we have a 
grater. Three fellows put on thick 
gloves to protect their fingers 
against the grater, two others peel 
the potatoes, and the business gets 
going. 

Kat samples the sucking pigs, 
the carrots, the peas, and the cauli- 

flower. He even mixes a white 
sauce for the cauliflower. I fry 
the pancakes, four at a time. After 
ten minutes I get the knack of toss- 
ing the pan so that the pancakes 
which are done on the one side 
sail up, turn in the air and are 
caught again as they come down.

In the meantime we receive vis- 
itors, a couple of wireless-men, 
wo are generously invited to the 
feed.

One of 
them plays, the other sings “An der 
Weser.” He sings feelingly, but 
with a rather Saxon accent. All 
the same it moves us as we stgnd 
at the fireplace preparing the 
good things. 

Then we begin to realize that we 
are in for trouble. The observation 
balloons have spotted the smoke 
from our chimney, and the shells 
start to drop on us. They are those 
damned spraying Uttle daisy-cut- 
ters that make only a small hole 
and scatter widely close to the 
ground. They keep dropping closer 
and closer all round us, still we 
cannot leave the grub tn the lurch. 
A couple of splinters whizz through 
the top »f the kitchen window. The 
roast is already cooked. But fry- 
ing the pancakes is getting diffi- 
cult. The explosions come so fast 
that the splinters strike oftener and 
oftener against the wall of the 
house and sweep in through the 
window. Whenever I hear a shell 
coming I drop down On one knee 
with the pan and the pancakes, 
and duck behind the wall of the 
window. Immediately afterwards IT 
am up again and going on with the 
frying. 

The Saxons stop singing -— @ 
fragment has smashed into the 
piano. At last everything is ready 
and we organize the transport of 
it back to the dug-out. After the 
next explosion two men dash acrots 
the fifty yards to the dug-out with 
the pots of vegetabies. We see them 
disappear. / 

The next shot. Everyond ducks 
and then two more trot off, each 
with a big can of finest grade 
coffee, and reach the dug-out be- 
fore the next explosion. 

Then Kat and Kropp seize the 
masterpliece—the big dish with the 
brown, roasted sucking pigs. A 
screech, a knee bend. and away 
they race over tbe fifty yards of 
open country. 

I stay to finish frying my last 
four pancakes; twice I have to 
drop on the floor—after all, it 
means four pancakes more, and 
they are my favorite dish. 

Then T grab the plate with the 
great pile of cakes and squeeze 
myself behind the house door. A 
hiss, a crash, and I gallop off with 
the plate clamped against my 
chest with both hands.

HE series of openings that will 
T decide the fashions for fail was 
begun with the presentation of 
the large and varied Lelong col- 
lection. The Lelong sports line is 
unchanged, but for higher waist- 
lines that usually are marked by 
narrow belts under bloused cor- 
sages. Several of the. necklines 
are defined by cravattes of the 
self material. The skirts are just 
below the knee and flare slightly 
at the hem. They are made in 
many of the new interesting tweeds 
both in loose and fine weaves. 
There are tweed ensembles with 
dress and coat of matching color, 
but with coat of coarser weave 
and sumptuously trimmed with 
fur. The colors for sports wear 
are grey, brownish beige, blue and 
greyish green. 
The Lelong afternoon gowns are 
slightly higher waisted than last 
season and most have swathed 
belts defining the hips and with 
bows in-the back placed low or 
knots with hanging ends forming 
two,-flat rounded panels that hang 
a few inches below the hem. These 
refined and distinguished lines are 
expressed in crepes, satin, faille 
and velvet and occasionally in Jace, 
The skirts are very slightly longer. 
Some of the dresses have matching 
three quarter length coats, one in 
particular of gray faille flaring be- 
low the hips. In addition, there 
are a few short coats and many 
long ones, often bloused and hand- 
somely trimmed with erminé, fitch, 
fox or astrachan. For afternoon 
wear there is, of course, much 
black or black and white, gray, 
light and dark blues, brown, bottle 
and grayish greens and some red. 
The adjective beautiful is really 
justified in describing the Lelong 
evening gowns. They all have 
length somewhere, mostly at the 
sides and back and with the front 
four inches below the knee. They 
have slim corsages with the natur- 
al waistline order defined narrow 
sports belts fastened by oblong 
buckles of brilliants or crystal, 
Some of the gowns have very full 
skirts, for example, one of white 
tulle with the skirt cartridge pleat- 
ed onto a shirred hip yoke, and 
with wide horizontal tucks around 
the skirt. This silhouette is also 
made in black tulle with narrow 
bands of velvet on the corsage down 
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to the knees and with a wide plain 
hem of velvet. Another beautiful 
fabric that Lelong uses is flowered 
panne velvet in pastel colors with 
a silver finish. The gowns of this 
fabric have closed hip yokes with 
bows in the back like those on The 
afternoon dresses and often 
two wide panels, curved and dip- 
ping low in the back. This line is 
also used for white satin. There are 
also many lace, some lame and 
some sequined gowns. 

Many of the vse om 
lame and faille ve 
coats, knee length or 
swathed round the hips and with 
elaborate sleeves trimmed with fur, 
One wrap of velvet has wide medi- 
eval sleeves trimmed with ermine 
and is worn with a matching royal 
blue chiffon dress. Another longer 
coat of tomato red velvet trimmed 
with mink accompanies a matching 
gown that has intricate seams and 
an irregular hemline. Lelong tah- 
rics for evening wear are tulle, 
satin, chiffon, plain and printed 
velvet, lame and lace. Lelong col- 
Ors are gray, brown, blue, red, 
grayish green, sapphire, blaek, 
white and all pastels,
